Social  Conditions. 

The  district  occupies  an  area  partially  surrounding  the  Borough  of 
Colchester;  its  northern  boundary  is  the  River  Stour,  which  separates  it 
from  Suffolk.  South-East  of  Colchester  its  eastern  boundary  is  the  River 
Colne  and  the  Blackwater  Estuary. 

While  the  district  is  mainly  rural,  development  is  talcing  place  rapidly 
in  the  ring  of  villages  surrounding  Colchester,  and  these  serve  increasingly 
as  dormitory  areas  for  persons  employed  in  the  town 

Most  of  the  area  is  occupied  by  agricultural  holdings  and  a  quarter  of 
the  employed  population  find  their  livelihood  in  agriculture  and  allied  trades. 

The  remaining  three-quarters  serve  a  wide  range  of  different  occupations, 
rather  more  than  a  third  being  employed  outside  the  district,  mainly  in 
Colchester. 

The  district  has  a  population  of  above  average  age  with  a  birth  rate  below 
and.-  the  death  rate  above  the  national  average.  The  population  of  22,190 
represents  a  slight  decline  over  the  last  decade.

The  whole  of  the  district,  except  for  the  parish  of  Dedham,  is  supplied 
by  the  Council’s  water  undertaking,  Dedham  being  supplied  by  the  Tendring 
Hundred  Waterworks  Co.  Ltd.  The  Council  ncdntains  waterworks  at  East  Donyland, 
Abberton,  Tiptree  and  Mount  Bures.  Additional  supplies  can  also  be  obtained 
from  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  or  from  Colchester . 

Additional  bore  holes  have  recently  been  constructed  at  Abberton  and 
Tiptree,  and  supplies  are  adequate  in  quantity. 

Difficulties  in  supply  in  some  areas  being  due  to  the  inadequacy  of  the 
distribution  network,  proposals  are  in  hand  for  reinforcing  the  distribution 
mains  in  Eingringhoe,  and  in  the  North-West  part  of  the  district. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  from  the  Bures  supply  while  the 
remaining  supplies  are  satisfactory  except  for  their  content  of  Fluorine.  It 
is  to  be  hoped  that  in  the  future  some  means  may  be  devised  for  diluting  the 
water  from  the  Abberton  source  which  contains  Ay  parts  per  million  of  Fluorine. 

The  question  of  the  formation  of  a  joint  Water  Board  with  neighbouring 
authorities  is  at  present  under  discussion. 

ABBERTON  AND  DISTRICT  WATER  SUPPLY.,

The  number  of  Grade  V  properties  remaining  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
123  a  reduction  of  20 . 

In  addition  to  those  properties  classified  as  Class  3  a  lorge  number 
of  properties  exist  in  which  the  standard  of  amenity  is  below  the  statutory 
minimum .  It  is  often  suggested  that  the  lower  standard  of  amenity  is 
acceptable  in  rural  districts.  It  appears  likely,  however,  that  the  general 
population  is  no  longer  prepared  to  tolerate  this  difference,  and  that  the 
lower  standard  which  exists  nay  be  In  part  responsible  for  the  fact  that 
there  has  been  no  increase  in  population  over  the  past  ten  years,  while  that 
of  the  neighbouring  town  increases  rapidly. 


SEWAOS  DISPOSAL. 

Sewage  plants  are  in  operation  at  Tiptree,  Dedham  and  West  Bergholt. 
Small  plants  are  employed  for  the  council  houses  at  Boxted,  Birch,  Fingringhoe 
and  Pelclon.  The  parishes  of  East  Donyland  and  Stanway  are  also  sewered,  and 
in  these  cases  the  sewage  is  discharged  into  the  Colchester  sewers. 

In  the  remaining  parts  of  the  district  the  sanitary  conditions  become 
worse  a.s  bathrooms  and  water  carriage  sanitation  are  adopted. 

The  Public  Health  Department  receives  complaints  of  pointed  ditches 
from  almost  all  unsewered  parts  of  the  district,  and  while  in  some  cases  some 
action  can  be  taken  to  mitigate  the  conditions  no  satisfactory  solution 
exists  other  than  a  large  scale  programme  of  sewerage .  During  the  year  the 
Council*  s  Consulting  Engineers  asked  for  a.  report  on  the  possibility  of 
sewering  the  remaining  villages. 


MEAT  AND  OTHER  POODS 


Pood  shops,  baJkeries  and  other  places  where  food  is  prepared  have  "been 
inspected  at  regular  intervals.  Samples  of  ice-cream  sold  in  the  district  have 
been  taken  at  intervals  for  examination  for  bacterial  content.
